Gilfillan Hits .800 as Davismen 

Star at Bat and

Headed by the sensational "Three 
Musketeers" of the Narberth Ball 
Club, "Gene" Davis' pennant-chasers 
brushed aside all the menacing ob- 
stacles that have put them into their 
miserable slump for the past week, and 
by virtue of perpetual sustenance both 
at the pentagon and afield, managed 
to ensnare their fourth consecutive 
conquest of the season by clouting 
Hagerty, a new prospect in the rival 
lineup, for 18 clean nicks, emerging 
victorious by Narberth's usual top- 
heavy count of 7-1. 

As in many combats this year every 
man of the local cast made good with 
the bludgeon by notching Senor Hag- 
erty for at least two safeties, with the 
exception of "Mickey" Burns, upon 
whose shoulders rest the burden and 
responsibility to move up Heckle, lead- 
off man, by means of the sacrificial 
system. Burns only received one bin- 
gle. 

Out pf six trips to the disc, Gilfillan, 
Narberth's hard-hitting star shortstop, 
opened on the pick of the Berwyn 
pitching corps by snatching a free pass 
in the first inning, by hitting for a sin- 
gle in the third, by gaining possession 
of the keystone corner by virtue of an 
erroneous play in the subsequent ses- 
sion and by putting the finishing 
touches to his brilliant record with a 
one-base shot in the sixth, seventh and 
ninth frames. 

"Bob** Harris, home-run flash, an- 
other member of the "Big Threei" fea- 
tured on the diamond by his much- 
^shootit^r ^^4vs^£ to* 
first, which in this case accounted for 
the mowing down of six dangerous 
Berwyn runners. 

Walter Masters, the third collegian 
of the cast, took sole distinction on the 
pinnacle when he brushed aside three 
of the most menacing Berwyn stick- 
smiths and allowed the Western clan 
merely eight hits. 

The Doyle's Nursery lads, who are 
gradually sinking into obscurity, whose 
one-time ruthless sons of the diamond 
were fit to meet the best baseball 
nines of the Eastern coast, have fallen 
into incredulous abasement. Again 
the ever-rising, threatening followers 
of Manager Davis crushed the slowly- 
fading confidence of Mr. Doyle's ad- 
vertising club by pinning them to de- 
feat with only one run to avert a 
scoreless half, Narberth wanned up 
for two innings and started to play 
baseball in the third by taking three 
runs. 

Heckle singled to centrefield, went 
to second on Burns' sacrifice hit and 
crossed the plate on Hagerty's wild 
toss, which was meant to run him 
down off the keystone. Gilfillan 
singled to the infield, but Fleck's one- 
base crack soared out to centre. Mar- 
tin filled the bases with a short single, 
and when Babb dispatched a one-bag- 
ger to deep centre, Gilly and Fleck 
ran over the plate. 

The Davismen kept the scorebook 
busy by raising the mark to five in 
the next session. Masters and Heckle 
consigned singles to the outfield and 
Burns got on when the centrefielder 
juggled his fly. Harris surrendered 
on strikes, and when Gilfillan went to 
second on the shortstop's blunder, 
Masters and Heckle scored on the 
error. 

The fifth proved to be the lucky in- 
ning for Berwyn when Doyle singled 
to centre, went to second on Harris' 
overthrow and counted off Shank's 
sacrifice fly to centre.

A check for nearly $30,000, repre- 
senting the proceeds of the recent 
Devon Horse Show and Country Fair, 
has been turned over to the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital. 

Mrs. N. Myers Fitler, executive 
chairman of the country fair section of 
the show, who made out the check and 
delivered it to officials of the institu- 
tion, said that this latest contribution 
brings the amount raised for the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital by the horse show to 
well over $250,000. 

This money, Mr. Fitler added, has 
all been raised within the last ten 
years. The contributions to charitable- 
social organizations by the horse show 
in that period, she said, have been un- 
equalled by any other similar associa- 
tion in the country. 

An additional announcement was 
that contracts have been awarded by 
the executive committee of the show 
for the building of 250 extra box stalls 
for the accommodation of equine blue- 
bloods which are entered annually in 
the event. Necessity for additional 
stalls — there are now 450 at the 
grounds — was made manifest at the 
last event when stable accommoda- 
tions had to be found outside the fair 
enclosure for more than fifty horses. 

The new buildings, in design, will 
follow those already in existence, with 
blue trimmings on a white back- 
ground.

Lower Merion police, as a warning for 
other Main Line residents. Mr. J. W. 
Darville, 201 Merion Avenue, made the 
report as follows: 

"A man purporting to represent the 
Fine Arts Association, Chicago, Illi- 
nois, a portrait concern, called at my 
residence last Monday and talked to 
the maid along the following lines: 
'. "He first requested her photograph, 
stating that he wanted the photograph 
for the Philadelphia School of Design 
for Women, as this school could not 
afford to pay for live models and they 
used these photographs to sketch 
from* He stated that the photograph 
would be returned shortly. 

"He handed the maid what she pre- 
sumed was a receipt for the photo- 
graph, and which form indicates they 
'will finish a portrait ten to sixteen 
inches absolutely free, but it necessi- 
tates the customer buying the frame 
from the Fine Arts Association, which 
I understand costs $18 to $25. In a 
great many cases portraits of value are 
given to such people and they will not 
return the portrait unless payment is 
made for the frame. 

"In this particular instance, Mrs. 
Darville succeeded in getting the 
photograph back, because she caught 
up with the representative and waited 
at his automobile, which was a Nash 
sedan, Pennsylvania license 338-087. 
One of the questions she asked him 
was: *Do you have a license to solicit 
in the town of Narberth?' and it was 
ascertained he did not." 

* Interviewed Tuesday, the Assist- 
ant Dean of the Philadelphia School of 
Design for Women denied indignantly 
any connection of her school with the 
Chicago Fine Arts Association or its 
representatives, and declared that the 
matter has been placed in the hands of 
the school's attorneys for prosecution.

"A number of really severe cases of 
sunburn have been brought to the De- 
partment's attention during the past 
several weeks. The victims have 
started out for their stay at shore, 
mountain or lake resorts filled with 
enthusiasm and ended it in an invalid's 
bed at home. 'Too much sun and too 
little sense' was the general verdict," 
said Dr. Theodore B. Appel, State 
Secretary of Health, today. 

"There has been so much talk about 
the healing power of the sun's rays 
that a popular misconception seems to 
exist on this subject. Too many people 
foolishly imagine that a body unex- 
posed to the sun's rays for the better 
part of the year can suddenly and 
lengthilv be thus subjected and physi- 
cal profit be derived therefrom. The 
facts, however, are directly opposite. 

"It is one thing to accustom one's 
tender skin to the sun's rays in fifteen- 
minute graduated doses over a period 
of days, and quite another one to flop 
down on a sandy beach the first day 
of the vacation and bake one's self into 
blisters, misery and illness. Yet that 
is the offense against nature which is 
being constantly committed by many 
thousands on their annual vacation so- 
journ. 

"The sensible person will realize that 
the two weeks* outing should be util- 
ized wisely for health and recreation 
rather than as an excuse to indulge in 
excesses, including over-exposure to 
the stm. M
